NO PROTEST MADE. 


GrMt Britain HIM Not Bti«n Called Down 


hj the Vnltwl Slate*. 


LONDON, April 17. — It is stated on 


good authority that the question of a 
protest upon tho part of the United 
States 
against the bombardment of 


Oreytowu and the landing of British 
troops in Nicaragua has never boon 
raised between Groat Britain and tho 
United States, so far us tho British gov- 
ernment is aware. 


In any case, it is added, the Britiih 


will not bombard Greytown in tho 
event of Nicaragua refusing to comply 
with the demands of Great Britain. 
But steps will be taken to insure tho 
payment of the indemnity demanded 
by the British government, and the 
necessary orders h*ve been seat to com- 
manders of Bntish warships. Bat the 
nature of the orders sent to the British 
commanders and whether they include 
the landing of troups, is not stated.

renonal Becord <!)-«t«-:ii Working Well In 


tlie Wur IMiimitment. 


WASHINHTON, April, 17.—About four 


years ago the war ddpirtinent began the 
practice of u system of personal records 
of soldiers with the purpose of provid- 
ing an absolute means of identification. 


The medical officers, by the use of 


figure cards took careful note of every 
indelible or permanent mark on the per- 
sons of recruits, and these were iiled 
away in tho office of the surgeon gen- 
eral. 


Last August congress passed on act 


to prohibit tho re-enlistment of mdil 
whose army service had not been honest 
and faithful, ami immediately the data 
which had been previously accumulated 
became of great value in preventing en- 
listments of bad characters. 


At the beginning of the present cal- 


endar year some statistics were gathered 
to show the workings of the system, 
and it was found that in the first three 
months of every thousand men oulisted 
from 
civil hie, 81 were identified- 


through the outline figure cord records 
as convicts, deserters or otherwise un- 
desirable characters. 
The 
officials of 


tho department are now thoroughly sat- 
isfied as to the merits of the system and 
as for the privates, they willingly pay 
tho price of submitting to the examina- 
tion and record in consideration of be- 
ing saved from ultimate association 
with notorious scoundrels.

The Town of Delphos Can Now 


Whistle for It's Honey. 


Judge Ricks, in an opinion in the 


we of the Village of Deipbos vs. the 
Toledo, St. Louis A Kansas City rail- 
road company, &led to-day, sustained 
the demurrer to the petition of the 
plaintiffs and dismissed the case. 


In this case suit was brought by 


the village of Delphos to obtain pos- 
session of the railroad company's ma- 
chine shops, round house and other 
property acquired by the Company 
under a contract entered into in 
April, 1881. 
ID consideration of cer- 


tain grants of land and a bonus of 
$30,000 made by the village, the rail- 
road agreed to build its round bouse 
and machine shops In Delphos. Tbe 
petition in tbe case represents that 
Immediately prior to the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the railroad 
the company erected similar machine 
shops at Frankfort, and began to re- 
move the workmen anu tlie repair 
works from the shops at Deipbos to 
Frankfort. 
The petition claimed 


this was a violation of the contract 
and sought, to oust the company From 
the premises. The demurrer filed by 
the company held that the plaintiff 
bad not made such a case as to en- 
title it to relief tn a court of equity, 
and the court sustained tbe demurrer. 
The village of Delphos can now whis- 
tle for its $30,000 bonus and its land, 
but it will not come back —Toledo

kinds—the appeal is cot often in vain. 
In tbe curious relations between mon- 
ster and midget WQ not ID frequently see 
the fable of the hou and the mouse re- 
peated without words. There in nothing 
by any means uncommon or incredible 
in tba stories which have been ruportoil 
»bcnt the children of a mahout being 
oared for by the mahout's elephant 


The whole family of tho mahout be- 


come, as it were, parasites to the ele- 
phant, by whom they earn their living. 
I have seen a baby placed by its mother 
systematically under the elephant's 
care, and v.'ithin reach of its trnuk, 
while the mother went to fetch water or 
to get wood or materialvto cook the fam- 
ily dinner. No jackal or wolf would be 
likely to pick up and carry off a baby 
who was thus confided to the care of an 
elephant, but most people who have 
lived a life in the jungle know bow very 
possible it is for a jackal or a wolf to 
curry off a baby when lying in a hut 
when tho mother's back is turned. 


The children thna brought up in the 


companionship of au elephant become 
familiar with him and take all kinds of 
liberties with him, which the elephant 
seems to endure on the principle that it 
does not hurt him, while it amuses the 
child. 
Yon see a little naked black 


child, about 2 foot high, standing on 
the elephant's bare back and taking it 
down to tho water to bathe, shouting 
all tho time in the most unbecoming 
terms of native abusive language. 


On arriving at tho water the elephant, 


ostensibly in obedience to the child's 
coinmnnd, lies down and enjoys him- 
self, just leaving ft part of his body, like 
a small island, above water, on which 
tho small child stands and yells and 
yells all tho more if ho has several com- 
panions of his own ago, also in charge 
of their elephants, all wallowing in tho 
water around him. If the child slips off 
his island, tho elephant's trunk prompt- 
ly replaces him in safety. Tho little 
urchins, an thoy grow up, become first 
mates to mahouts and eventually arrive 
at the dignity of being mahouts them- 
selves.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

RANTS ON THE COAST. 


One Muy Dlno lu tbe Manner of m "Dlffer- 


eot Country Everj Night In tbe We«k. 
A Dirty X1*il*u Restaurant on tba Water 
Front That lit Very Popular. 


One of the features of cosmopolitan 


San Francisco is its restaurants Every 
foreign colony boasts of a place where 
its native cooking con be bad, and ad- 
venttlrons San Franciscans who care to 
look these places up can dine in the 
mannor of a different country every 
night in tbe week. If an Elaborate Chi- 
nese dinner, with its nnniberless impos- 
sible courses, each accompanied by 
sweetmeats, proves unattractive, a Ha- 
waiian dinner, with poi and salted fish, 
can bo had by walking a few blocks. 
For those who like highly spiced diu- 
iiois there are the Italian and Spanish 
restaurants to choose from, and for those 
witJi small appetites, who look for nov- 
elty in service, there are the Turkish 
restaurants, with their unpronounceable 
dishes and delicious coffee. 


Tho most popular of the foreign res- 


tauraixts are the Italian. There are sev- 
eral of these scattered about the Latin 
quarter, which are much frequented by 
San. Franciscans on account of the excel- 
lence) of the cooking. Most of them are 
dirty, very dirty, as to floors and walls, 
and tho Italians are not oversqueamish 
regarding the table linen. When a party 
of Americans enter, however, there is a 
genorul shuttle among the waiters to se- 
cure the service of the table and the 
prospective tip. The question of prece- 
dence being settled, the wine stained 
tablecloth is whisked off and replaced by 
one not always newly laundered or else 
suspiciously damp. 


These restauranta are rarely on the 


main titroofs and have to be approached 
through dark alloys. One situated be- 
hind tbo county jail occupies tho back 
room of a small Italian grocery store. 
lu going there ouo is reminded oJ dark 


drf and sharp stilettos, but the din- 


ner is worth tho journey. The chef of 
this place is fumous for cooking 'Italla- 
rini, " a paste made by himself and cut 
in strips uud couked with a sauce made 
of tomatoes, spices aiid mushrooms. 
It is extremely rich and vory peppery, 
but all Italian dishes arestrougiy dashed 
with chili peppers. 


Tho dinner is attended with great 


ceremony. A bottle of their sour clarbt 
Is served with each tliunur. Every Ital- 
ian drinks about two quarts of it with 
hia dinuor, so thu bottlo supply some- 
times runs short Iu this event the 
waiter goes to the bar, fillla an empty 
bottlo from « demijohn, drives in a cork, 
and tbon carries Eho bottlo to the table 
whoro it is needed, sometimes four feet 
from the bur, und impressively produc- 
ing bis corkscruw draws tlio cork as 
carefully iis though ho were handling the 
Unost burgundy. His demeanor iy so se- 
rioun throughout tho performance that 
ouo daro not look amused. 


A. \ery popular restaurant is Baz- 


znro's, which ia bkuated nour the watur 
front. This is greatly patronized by tho 
Italian rtshermi'ji, \\hoHle in after their 
day 'a work, hlill wearing thoir gum 
boots ami sniulhng strongly of their 
craft. 
It is also frequented by tho Ital- 


ian ver;et;a1»le gardeners, who drive in 
from tho mittiklrtH of town, and aftor dis- 
posing of their stock stop to dine. When

pany In the crude market boom, has 
been given creation in New York. 
It is to the effect that the Standard 
has caught the Columbia Oil Com- 
pany, an independent concern, with 
large contracts with German refiner- 
ies and is running a corner on the 
available stocks and production to 
prevent the Columbia from tilling its 
contracts. 


This peems very plausible, but does 


not agree with the statements made 
during last week by a leading official 
of the Producers' and Hetiners Oil 
Company, which IB an associate of 
the Columbia Oil Company and the 
UnitPrt States Pipe Line Companv, 
after tbe meeting of the Producers' 
and Refiners' company at the Hotel 
Duquesne 
He asaerted thai the in- 


dependent Interest had not lost any 
production or stoe.k to the Standard 
and they were in a good position to 
till all contracts.

ity was piven last night by a broker, 
who was prominently connected witli 
tbe oil deals of the Penn bank, and 
who is one of the best informed men 
in the city on oil matters 
He said:
